Earl Shelto n is ill at East St. Lo uis, 
He declared that he and his bro thers 
had withdrawn permanently fro m Wil­ 
liamso n co unty a mo nth ag o and that 
they no lo ng er 
had any co nnectio n 
with the men o perating in this sectio n 
and kno wn as the Shelto n g ang .
